Hundreds 
of letters were sent to rural development individuals, agencieis", and 
organisations throughout .the United States for information, bibliographies, 
and copies of materials. „ People knowledgeable in specialized fields were 
asked to recommend sources and citations, and to revieyr the final compi-
